This board shall consist of the bishop and 
three laymen, one of whom shall hold office for one year, one for two 
years, and one for three years; and hereafter, the convention shall 
annually elect one member of the board to hold office for three years. 

The bishop shall be ex-officio, chairman. 

2. This board shall have the charge of all churches, chapels, rec- 
tories, school houses and glebes, now or hereafter belonging to the 
convention ; and of such other property of the convention, as may be 
designated for the erection of said buildings, or for the purchase or 
maintenance of said buildings or glebes ; and they shall manage and 
use such property according to the directions of the donor or grantor 
expressed at the time of making the gift or grant thereof, provided, 
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that such direction and uses shall be for the benefit of the church, 
and not inconsistent with the constitution and canons of the conven- 
tion, and provided further, that such property shall be held and 
managed subject to the conditions of the canons of the General Con- 
vention relating to incumbrance on, or alienation of, any consecrated 
church or chapel. (Title I., canon 24). In case no directions 
respecting such property shall be given at the time of making such 
gift or grant, the board shall manage and dispose of the same ia 
accordance with such directions as may be given from time to time 
by the convention. ! : 

They shall cause all property in their charge needing such protec- 
tion, to be insured with the policies of insurance payable in case of 
loss to the convention. 

3. Incase of any debt upon property held by the board, which 
debt cannot be cancelled by the parties beneficially interested, the 
board shall not assume it, but shall make known the fact of said in- 
debtedness in such manner as may best secure offerings for its pay- 
ment. 

4. The board shall receive and consider all applications from 
parishes in the diocese for aid in the building or purchase of churches, 
chapels, rectories, school-houses or glebes, or for the maintenance of 
either of them; and they may appropriate and pay out for any of — 
these objects under such conditions as they may deem most conducive 
to the strengthening or extension of the church, any money in their 
hands not otherwise appropriated by the donors thereof or by the 
convention. 

5. The board may endeavor to secure by collections in the several 
churches in the diocese and by donations, and bequests from individ- 
uals a permanent fund for the purposes specified in sections 4 of this 
canon. 

6. At each annual session of the convention the board shall pre- 
sent a report of their transactions, with a list of the churches and 
other real estate of which they have the care; and also an account, 
duly audited, of their receipts, investments and expenditures. 
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CANON 5. 


Section 2. Amend so that it shall read as follows: ‘+2. This 
board shall take, hold and manage all property of the convention now 
or hereafter designated for the purposes of this canon, including 
collections in churches. It is hereby made the duty, ete.”

TION,” and by that name shall continue to have and enjoy all the 
rights and privileges vested in said corporation, and shall be subject 
to all the duties and obligations resting upon it. 

Src. 2. The standing committee provided for by the second sec- 
tion of the act of which this act is in amendment shall consist of as 
many members as the convention may from time to time determine, 
and said committee and all the committees and officers of said con- 
vention shall hold office for such time as the convention may deter- 


mine in accordance with its constitution and canons. 
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Src. 3. Said convention may enact, establish and put in execu- 
tion such canons, by-laws, ordinances and regulations, they not being 
contrary to the constitution of this State, or the laws thereof, or the 
constitution of the United States, as to it shall seem expedient, and 
also to alter its said constitution to the provisions in said constitution 
contained. 

Sec. 4. The sixth section of the act of which this act is in 
amendment is hereby repealed. | 

Sec. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 

Src. 6. This act shall take effect on and after its passage.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PROPORTIONATE 
REPRESENTATION. 


The Committee on Proportionate Representation appointed at the last 
Diocesan Convention,’ having considered carefully the subject referred 
to them, respectfully recommend the following as a form of memorial to 
be presented to the General Convention at its next session: 


The Convention of the Diocese of Rhode Island, respectfully memo- 
rialize the General Convention on the subject of proportionate represen- 
tation. 

We find that a parish in one diocese has the same influence upon legis- 
lation as seven parishes in another;? that a clergyman in one diocese has 
the same voice in legislation as twenty-six in another;* and that a single 
layman in one diocese is equal in influence upon legislation to a thou- 
sand laymen in another diocese.‘ 

We feel that the present system lays an unfair burden on the minority, 
in. making them unduly responsible for the legislation of the church, 
while the injustice to the majority needs no demonstration. 

We would, therefore, respectfully urge upon the General Convention 
that the basis of representation in the House of Deputies be changed, 
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so that the dioceses may be represented in some more just and equitable 
method than the present; and that the Deputies shall vote individually 
or by Orders, and not by Dioceses. .

Th Committee on Divorce Legislation, beg leave to report: 


That a bill has been prepared, embodying the suggestions made in the 
report of the Convention last year. 

It has not yet been presented to the legislature, however, owing prin- 
cipally to the fact that Mr. Carroll D. Wright, Superintendent of the 
Government Labor Bureau at Washington, is preparing, and is about 
ready to publish, an exhaustive work on the subject of divorce, and has 
selected Rhode Island as one of the States in which special statistics are 
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to be collected, and which is to receive special attention. He will also 
make suggestions in relation toa national divorce law, and urge upon 
Congress the passage of such a law. 

In view of these facts, it is deemed wise by your Committee to delay 
pressing the matter of divorce reform upon our own legislature until 
after the publication of the before-mentioned report of Mr. Wright. It 
is expected that the report will be in readiness in a few months, and that 
some action will be taken by our own legislature at its next session.

The Board for the Relief of Widows and Orphans, etc., etc., respect- 
fully report that $1,950 have been paid during the past year to seven 
beneficiaries. .The principal of the fund is now $24,162.32, having in- 
creased $234.83 since the last report. Of the forty-four parishes in union 
with the Convention, thirty-nine have contributed to the fund, while 
five have neglected this canonical requirement, viz. :

The Board of Missions has held its quarterly meetings regularly dur- 
ing the year with E. H. Porter, Secretary, and Rathbone Gardner,

This mission was vacant from Easter to 
September 1, 1888. Mr. C. E. Preston, a minister among the Second 
Adventists, now a candidate for Holy Orders, is the Missionary in 
charge. 


Christ Church, South Providence. The new church is completed and 
almost ready for consecration. A few hundred. dollars are needed to 
procure seats. The appropriation made this year. will probably be the 
last this Parish will require. 


St. Andrew’s, Mt. Pleasant, Providence. . The deed of a lot is now ‘in 
the hands of the Convention. Twelve hundred dollars have been pledged 
fora chapel. It seems absolutely necessary that this section of the city 
be better provided for in the way of church privileges. 
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Swedish Episcopal Mission. This includes three stations—in Provi- 
dence, in Newport, and in Pawtucket, all of them under the care of the 
Rev. J. G. Hammarskéld who has recently been ordained to the Priest- 
hood. The work is a very important one, and deserves all the assistance 
we can render. 


In accordance with Canon I, Section, 7, we propose as an apportion- 
ment of the amount needed for the current year, an assessment on each 
parish, of seven-eighths of the sum assessed last year by the Board of 
Audit and Finance for the Bishop’s salary and Convention expenses. 
The amount necessary is $2,950.

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By the aid of the missionary meeting held last evening in Grace 
Church, we come as usual before the convention, free from debt and 
having a small amount with which to pay the $750 due on the 30th of 


June. Nearly every parish and mission has contributed something, but 
the amounts together have not been sufficient without the special offer- 


ing last night to carry on the limited work entrusted to the Board of 


Missions of this Diocese. If we were asking for a very large amount, if 


we were seeking to extend our work beyond all reasonable bounds, and 
were multiplying mission stations in wild recklessness of. zeal,—the Dio- 
cese might withhold from us in protest, a larger part of the amount we 
thought required. It would be an expression of lack of confidence. 
But we are not asking too much. The Diocese would not willingly sur- 
render a single outpost we have chosen. Some other reason then must 
account for our inability to obtain what we ask for through the ordinary 
channels. That reason is indifference or we would rather believe a for- 
getfulness as the months go by, of the imperative necessity of syste- 
matic offerings for a work for which regular quarterly payments have been 
pledged by the Board under circumstances which make it obligatory to 


pay them the very day they becomedue. If thoughtlessness and unneces- 


sary delay are the real causes of our financial perplexities from year to 
year, the difficulty is remediable, but it rests with you.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION. 


During the year ‘past the Committee have held conferences at the 
Church of the Redeemer, Providence; St. Paul’s Church, Pawtucket; 
Emmanuel Church, Newport, and Grace Church, Providence. On these 
occasions there has been a very free interchange of thought upon the 
various aspects of the work in the interest of which this Committee was 
created. At the first three conferences the discussions were devoted to 
a consideration of the best means of making our Sunday School teach- 
ing more effective, of conducting and rendering interesting, classes for 
boys, of retaining the young in the Sunday School and stimulating their 
interest in the Church Services, of giving the home its proper place in 
religious training and development, of securing the personal influence of 
parents and friends upon the young. The conference at Grace Church 
had special reference to the training of boys and the duties of the men — 
of our congregations in the general work of Christian Education. The 
Rev. Frederick B. Allen, city missionary from Boston, gave some valu- 
able hints concerning the influencing of boys for good, especially in the 
cities. Mr. Charles J. Wells, of New York City, and Vice President of 
‘St, Andrew’s Brotherhood,’’ spoke of the character and work of “St. 
Andrew’s Brotherhood.’’ The Rev. C. N. Field, of Philadelphia, ex- 
plained the organization and methods of the ‘‘ Guild of the Iron Cross.” 

The Committee have been fortunate in securing the services of men 
having practical knowledge of the subjects under consideration. In 
addition to the speakers named above, they are under obligations to the 
Rey. Dr. Fiske, Judge Stiness, Professor Winslow Upton, Mr. Leander 
Fiske, Mr. E. D. Bassett, and Mr. Rathbone Gardner for kindly assisting 
in the work. 

The cordial manner in which the efforts of the Committee have been 
seconded in the several parishes is most encouraging; and the great 
interest manifested in the various objects of the work on the part of 
Sunday School teachers and parents, indicates the importance attached * 
to this subject in the church throughout the Diocese. 

The Committee believe that further work upon substantially the same 
policy, will prove acceptable to our parishes and of great value to the 
gereral interests of the Church.

THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


eS SNe 


Brethren of the Clergy and Latty: 


After the labors of another year we are allowed’ to meet 
together once more in our annual Convention, and it devolves 
upon meto present the usual report of the official acts that I 
have performed since our last meeting. 

On Sunday, July 8th, I visited the Church of the Ascension, 
Wakefield, and confirmed nine persons. This parish has met 
with a great calamity in the resignation of the Rev. Phineas 
Duryea, who has been obliged to suspend his labors on ac- 
count of his declining health. Under his faithful and efficient 
ministry the church had attained such a degree of temporal 
and spiritual prosperity as it had never known before. 

On Sunday, August 26th, I confirmed eleven in St. Paul’s 
Church, Wickford. This church has been very much im- 
proved in its appearance, and the new Rector has everything 
to encourage him in the prospects of the future.» In the 
afternoon I preached in the old Narragansett Church, which 
has endured the storms of more than one hundred and eighty 
winters and is still in excellent preservation. Thanks to the 
fostering care and generous contributions of the Wickford 
people, this venerable building has been rescued from decay, 
and is regularly occupied for several Sunday afternoons during 
the summer season, when it is filled to its utmost capacity by 
congregations that gather from far and near to worship in the 
time-honored sanctuary. 
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On Sunday, September goth, I made my annual visitation at 
All Saints’ Memorial Chapel, Newport. 

On the 19th of September I consecrated the cemetery of 
the St. Columba Berkeley Memorial Chapel, Middletown. 

On Sunday, September 23d, I confirmed two in St. Paul’s 
Church, Portsmouth. By the liberal aid of friends from 
without, this church has been renovated and decorated, and 
it is now much more attractive and pleasing to the eye than 
it was in former days. | 

On Sunday, September 30th, I visited St. Matthew's 
Church, Jamestown. A great change has come over the 
aspect of things in this place, where, for so many years, a 
handful of people used to assemble once on the Sunday for 
worship, in an old, dilapidated, unpainted building; and now 
during the summer season, the new and spacious church al- 
ready proves to be too small to accommodatethe crowds that 
gather there. The Rev. Dr. Child, who is in charge of this: 
parish, has found here a very promising field for his labors. 

On Sunday, October 7th, I confirmed one in the Church of 
the Saviour, Providence. I am sorry to say that the Rev. H. 
Usher Munro has resigned the rectorship of this church, and 
removed to Massachusetts. 

On the gth of October I consecrated All Saints’ Church, 
Pontiac, and the sermon was preached by the Rev. Dr. D. H. 
Greer. There was a very large assembly of clergy and a 
great crowd of people in attendance. The church stands in 
a very attractive position, a little apart from the village, and 
with the various structures that cluster around it, it has the 
aspect of a group of buildings, the design being to make this 
a centre of social attraction for the people at large. No ex- 
pense has been spared in the furnishing and adornment of 
the edifice by the liberal gentlemen who built the church, and 
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it is devoutly to be hoped that the example which has been set 
by the proprietors of this village, and also by the owners of 
the Lonsdale and Ashton mills, may be followed in other 
manufacturing towns. 

On Sunday, October 14th, I confirmed four in the St. Co- 
lumbia Berkeley Memorial Chapel, Middletown. The Rev. 
John B. Diman is now in charge of the chapel, and the whole- 
some influence of the services established here upon the sur- 
rounding population is very marked and encouraging. 

On Sunday, October 21st, I confirmed nine in the St. Phil- 
ips Mission Chapel, Valley Falls. The confirmation of so 
large a class in this place is very encouraging, and I should 
be glad if we had the means to erect a small church in this 
village. 

On the 25th of October I consecrated St. Mark’s Church, 
Riverside. It was an occasion of great interest to the peo- 
ple of this vicinity, and under the active ministry of the 
present rector, the Rev. Otis O. Wright, with a spacious and 
attractive church, free from all incumbrance, and a growing 
population to draw upon, we may look forward to an abundant 
harvest in the future. : 

On Sunday, November 4th, I confirmed eleven in St. Mary’s 
Church, East Providence. I have never seen a larger con- 
congregation at any service in this church. 

On Sunday, November 11th, I confirmed eight in St. Mark’s 
Church, Warren. | 

On Sunday, November 18th, I confirmed twenty-eight in 
St. James’s Church, Woonsocket. — 

On Sunday, December goth, I confirmed three in Emmanuel 
Church, Manville. The Rev. James P. Ware has resigned the 
rectorship of this church, and the Rev. Herman Lilienthal is 


now in charge. 
4 
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On Sunday, December 23d, I confirmed fifteen in All 
Saints’ Church, Pontiac. The Rev. E. S. Rousmaniere is 
about to leave this parish, after having accomplished a very 
successful work. 

In the evening of the same day I confirmed nine in the 
chapel of the St. Andrew’s Mission, Mt. Pleasant. Theland 
has been purchased for the erection of a church, and there is 
every reason to believe that a large congregation will be 
gathered in here. | 

On the 26th of December I confirmed one in St. Stephen’s 
Church, Providence. 

On the 21st of February I confirmed a sick person in pri- 
vate, from the Church of the Redeemer, Providence. 

On Sunday, February 29th, I confirmed twenty-six in St. 
Paul’s Church, Pawtucket, and nine in Trinity Church, Paw- 
tucket. 

On Sunday, March 3d, I confirmed fourteen in the Church 
of the Good Shepherd, Pawtucket, and in the evening con- 
firmed thirteen in St. George’s Church, Central Falls. Meas- 
ures are in progress for the relief of the heavy debt on the 
rectory, which has existed from the beginning of the parish, 
and when that is discharged this will become a strong and 
self-supporting church. 

On Sunday, March t1oth, I confirmed eight’ in? Christ 
Church, Westerly. 

On Sunday, March 17th, I confirmed ten in St. James’ 
Church, Providence. Enlarged accommodations have been 
provided for the worshippers, but the present edifice does not 
suffice to meet the wants of this growing parish, and a lot of 
land has been secured in a more eligible location, where a 
church will be erected when the requisite means are provided. 

On the 21st of March the Rev. John G. Hammarskéld was 
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admitted to the priesthood in Grace Church, Providence. The 
candidate was presented by the Rev. H. M. Bartlett. In the 
evening I addressed the largest Swedish congregation that 
has been gathered under the ministry of Mr. Hammarskdéld, 
and holds its services in Grace Church Chapel. It was an 
occasion of more than ordinary interest, and there was a sin- 
gular charm in the simple, earnest and devout congregational 
music, which I would be glad to see imitated in the English- 
speaking churches. Great results are likely to grow out of 
the present movement among the Swedes, and they will be a 
very valuable accession to our communion. 

On Sunday, March 24th, I confirmed fourteen in Christ 
Church, Lonsdale, and in the evening confirmed twelve in St. 
John’s Church, Ashton. 

On Sunday, March 31st, I confirmed three in St. Mark’s 
Church, Warren, making eleven in all duringthe year. After 
a long and useful ministry the Rev. W. N. Ackley has re- 
signed his rectorship, and the church is now vacant. In the 
afternoon I visited St. John’s Church, Barrington, but on ac- 
count of the illness of several of the candidates the confirma- 
tion was postponed for a few weeks. Another important 
addition has been made to the original building, and its aspect 
is entirely changed—the small, unpretentious edifice that 
was erected thirty years ago being nearly lost sight of in the 
imposing structure which now adorns the grounds. These 
additions are in memorial of persons who were great benefac- 
tors of the parish in its feeble days, and who well deserve to 
have their names thus perpetuated here. 

On the 4th of April I confirmed one sick person in private 
from the Church of the Epiphany, Providence. 

On Saturday, April 7th, I confirmed three in St. Philip’s 
Church, Crompton. Within two weeks from this date the 
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rector and the people of the parish were called to mourn the 
loss of one of the most valuable men in the village, a warden 
of the church and a very near friend of the rector, one on 
whom he leaned in the hour of sickness and calamity, and to 
whom he looked as his confidential adviser and friend. Little 
did I think, when I parted so pleasantly with Dr. Dedrick on 
the day of my visitation, that he was so near his end; but 
God has seen fit to remove the good man, and he rests from 
his labors. In the afternoon I confirmed five in St. Andrew’s 
Church, Phenix. 

On: the oth of Avett I confirmed three in. Ste Veter s 
Church, Narragansett Pier. The Rev. Mr. Tindell has re- 
signed the charge of this parish, much to my regret, and 
removed to the diocese of Maine. He hasdone a good work 
in this region of the State, and the fruits of his labor will 
long abide. 

On Palm Sunday, April 18th, I confirmed eleven in St. 
George’s Chapel, Newport; and in the evening confirmed 
twenty-eight in Emmanuel Church, Newport. A spacious 
and substantial addition has been made to the old church, 
and everything in and about the building is now in excellent 
condition. 

On the evening of Thursday in Holy Week I confirmed 
forty-one in the Church of the Epiphany in Providence, 
making forty-two in all. Crowds of people were unable to 
get admittance to the church, and the need of a much larger 
building is every day felt to be much more pressing. 

On the evening of Good Friday I confirmed thirteen in 
Christ Church, Providence, one being from St. Mary’s, East 
Providence. The service was held in the old building as the 
stately and beautiful edifice that stands near by is not entirely 
finished, and a small debt remains to be cancelled before it 
can be consecrated. 
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On Easter Day I confirmed twenty-eight in Grace Church, 
Providence. This church, which was vacant for some few 
months, has been so happy as to secure the services of the 
Rev. Dr. Charles H. Babcock as its rector, and under his ac- 
ceptable and faithful ministry everything in the parish moves 
on in the usual flogd-tide of prosperity. 

On Sunday, April 28th, I confirmed seventeen in St. John’s 
Church, Providence, and in the evening confirmed twelve in 
the Church of the Redeemer, Providence, making thirteen in 
all. 

On Sunday, May 5th, I confirmed ten in St. Peter's 
Church, Manton. This church, which languished for a while, 
is now in a very prosperous condition. 

On Sunday, May 12th, I confirmed six in St. Mary’s 
Church, South Portsmouth. 

On the 14th of May, I confirmed three from St. Stephen’s 
Church, Providence, in the Chapel of the Holy Nativity, 
Providence. 

On the: 15th of May,I confirmed three in St. Mark’s 
Church, Riverside. 

On Sunday, May roth, I confirmed fifteen in All Saints’ 
Memorial Church, Providence, and in the evening confirmed 
eleven in St. Paul’s Church, Providence. 

On the 22d of May I confirmed seven in St. John’s Church, 
Barrington. 

On Sunday, May 26th, I confirmed sixteen in Trinity 
Church, Newport, and eight in St. John’s Church, Newport. 

On the afternoon of Ascension Day, I confirmed fifty-six in 
St. Stephen’s Church, Providence, making in all sixty during 
the year. In the evening I confirmed twenty in the church 
of the Messiah, Providence. The old church has been re- 
moved to a new site, in order to make room for the erec- 
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tion of a costly memorial church, to be erected by the mu- 
nificent gift of a Christian woman, whose generous contribu- 
tions to the diocese in days past are known to you all. 

On Sunday, Juné 2d, I ‘confirmed four in’ Styyigaee 
Church, East Greenwich. 

On the 5th of June I admitted Mr. Lloyd Morton Blodgett 
to Deacon’s Orders, in St. Paul’s Church, Pawtucket. . The 
candidate was presented by the Rev. Emery H. Porter, and 
the sermon preached by the Rev. Professor William Lawrence, 
of the Cambridge Theological School. 

On the same day, Mr. Herman Lilienthal was ordained to 
the diaconate at my request in Middletown, Conn., by the 
bishop of that diocese. The Rev. Mr. Lilienthal is to take 
charge of Emmanuel Church, Manville. 

On the 7th of June, I confirmed five in St. Thomas’s Church, 
Providence. 

On Sunday, June gth, I confirmed eleven in St, Michael’s 
Church, Bristol; and in the evening confirmed eleven in 
Trinity Church, Bristol. 

On the roth of June I confirmed eight in St. James’s parish, 
Woonsocket; making thirty-six in all. 

On the same day I confirmed four sick persons from All 
Saints’ Memorial Church, Providence; making nineteen in all 
during the year. 

The whole number confirmed is five hundred and sixty-six. ©

CONDITION OF THE DIOCESE. 


There is nothing special to be noted in the general condi- 
tion of the diocese. Great harmony of action prevails 
throughout our borders, and there has never been so much 
activity in church work of various descriptions as there is 
now. The special missionary meetings that have been held 
in different localities, and the stated gatherings of the 
Women’s Auxiliary, have done much to quicken the zeal of 
our congregations in efforts for the extension and strength- 
ening of Christ’s kingdom; and I am glad to say that the 
spiritual wants of our own diocese have been brought forward 
more prominently than in days gone by. With the abundant 
resources of the diocese, and in view of the generous contri- 
butions that are made to the general missions of the church, 
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it ought not to be a perpetual struggle in order to secure 
what is needed for the support of our own missions here at 
home. 

The charitable institutions within the diocese, of which the 
St. Mary’s Orphanage and the St. Elizabeth Home are most 
prominent, continue to discharge their work as thoroughly as 
the means at their command will permit. A beautiful and 
commodious building has been erected in connection with the 
Orphanage, and sacredly dedicated to the Christian purpose 
of providing shelter for sick children, who must be separated 
from the other inmates of the institutions ; and this structure 
is mainly the gift of two noble-hearted women, one of whom, 
Mrs. Alexander Duncan, now rests in peace, after a life of 
generous effort for the relief of the poor and suffering. Both 
the Orphanage and the Home ought to have a more general 
and steady support, and I hope that the churches throughout 
the diocese will not forget them in the distribution of their 
charities. If one half of the money that is spent in super- 
fluous Easter decorations and other ecclesiastical luxuries, 
could be devoted to the aid of Christ’s poor and destitute 
disciples and the rescue of children from poverty and vice, it 
might be more acceptable to Him and secure to His Church 
a richer blessing. The Day Nurseries at Olneyville and Ship 
street are all the while becoming more and more popular, and 
are regarded as a great benefaction by the working people, 
for whose benefit they have been established. 

I trust that the recent terrible calamity in Pennsylvania 
will elicit a generous response from our people, in aid of the 
multitudes who are left to suffer the pangs of hunger and 
have no shelter for their heads, and I should be glad to have 
offerings for this purpose made in our churches, especially in 
those towns and villages where there is no general movement 
in behalf of the sufferers. 
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PUBLIC AFFAIRS. 

A plan is now in progress for the purpose of inducing the 
ministers of every religious body in the land to address their 
people on the next Thanksgiving Day, with the hope of pro- 
ducing such a powerful public sentiment as will lead to the 
rescue of our national politics from the degraded condition 
into which they have fallen, and more especially with the in- 
tention of promoting what is known as the civil service re- 
form. While everything which concerns our party divisions 
and what may be called the secularities of our public policy is 
to be excluded from the sanctuary, there are certain evils 
which pertain to the administration of civil affairs, irrespect- 
ive of party, that would have been certain to draw down the 
righteous indignation of the old Hebrew prophets, and would 
be most rigidly denounced by the Apostles, if they were here 
on earth, and these moral evils, as faithful stewards of Christ, 
we are not at liberty to leave unnoticed. It is not only our 
national politics that need to be reformed, for who can meas- 
ure the degradation of individual character, both on the part 
of the tempter and the tempted, which attends the buying 
and selling of votes, that has brought such a stain upon the 
reputation of our own State? It is not the time to enter at 
large upon this important topic, but I do most heartily en- 
dorse the movement to which I have just referred, and trust 
that the Rhode Island pulpit will give no uncertain sound 
when the next Thanksgiving festival shall come. 


NECROLOCY. 

During the past year Bishop Welles, of the Diocese of 
Wisconsin, has been called away in the midst of his labors, 
after a term of Episcopal service covering the space of four- 
teen years, and before the frost of age had begun to settle 
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upon him. He toiled hard in the arduous field that he- 
was called to till, and those who were associated with him 
mourn his loss as a true friend and a devoted servant of his 
Master. 4 : 

Bishop Harris, of Michigan, has also been suddenly re- 
moved in the full vigor of his manhood, after only eleven 
years of duty in his diocese. Some of you will remember the 
strong impression that he made in this city when, a few years 
ago, he delivered the opening sermon at the meeting of the 
Church Congress, and also took part inits debates. Youcan 
recall his noble form, looking as he did like a man who must 
be destined to fight the battle of life, until he had filled up 
the full complement of his fourscore years on earth, and yet 
at an early age he has been taken from us, and rests at mid- 
summer from his labors here on earth. There were few men 
who commanded the influence which he held in the House of 
Bishops, and there are few whom we could not have better 
spared; but God had work for him in a higher sphere, and has 
called him to a nobler ministry near His throne. 

There is one distinguished name which for several years 
has appeared upon the roll of this Convention that will be 
called no more. The Rev. Dr. Francis Wharton has never 
held a parochial charge in this diocese, but he has always 
been deeply interested in the welfare of the church at Nar- 
ragansett Pier, where he had his residence, and ready to dis- 
charge any public duties that might be demanded. For some 
time past he has been called to fill a responsible position in 
Washington, in the administration of our national affairs, and 
there is probably no clergyman of our own Church whose 
published works have had a wider circulation, as there is no - 
one whose range of knowledge was wider and more varied 
than his. He was an earnest, sincere and most devoted 
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Christian, and a very able and profitable preacher. His re- 
tirement from the active duties of the ministry was occasioned 
.by certain physical disabilities, and now he has been very 
suddenly called away, but leaves behind him a good and hon- 
orable record, and his name will live long after most of us 
are forgotten. 


THE NEXT CENERAL CONVENTION. 


There are several important subjects that are likely to 
come before our next General Convention, and it is not easy 
to determine how far it is proper and expedient to instruct. 
or advise the deputies by our several dioceses as to the 
course which they are to pursue as representatives of our 
Diocesan Conventions. There has been a very general ex- 
pression of opinion in regard to the readjustment of the ratio 
of representation in the General Convention, and you will be 
called to act upon the report of a committee already ap- 
pointed to consider this important subject. In years past I 
have expressed myself very decidedly in favor of some 
arrangement which will relieve the Church of the inconven- 
lence and great expense attending the concourse of a large 
and unwieldy body of deputies, an evil which increases with 
every session of the Convention, and very rapidly now that 
there is such a tendency to create new dioceses, and also save 
the Church at large from coming under the rule of those who 
represent but a small portion of our churches and communi- 
cants. The facts are familiar to you, and I will not dwell 
upon the matter, simply adding that the views which I have 
expressed in former Conventions are only intensified by the 
course of events during the last twenty years. 

In view of the fact that the ratio of representation in the 
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General Convention may possibly be determined by the 
number of communicants in the dioceses represented, and 
also because of the important change proposed by the 4th 
Section of Article II., in our own constitution, I would call’ 
your special attention to the 16th Canon, upon the adoption 
of which you will soon be called to take action, which makes 
it imperative upon every communicant, in removing from one 
parish to another, to procure a certificate of transfer, and this 
the rector is always bound to give, when it is demanded, un- 
less he is prepared to bring personal charges against the per- 
son thus applying. There can be no doubt that the records 
of our communicants are very inaccurate and misleading, and 
it is often exceedingly difficult for a rector to know who the 
persons are that should be registered. If the clergy were 
more scrupulous in demanding the letter of transfer, the peo- 
ple at large would be more careful to observe the law of the 
Church in this particular. 

The proposal to change the name of the Church will prob- 
ably occupy a certain amount of time in the discussions of the 
next General Convention, although it is not very likely that | 
it will lead to any definite result at present. 

There are various reasons which will tend to prevent ac- 
tion in favor of a change, and among these are the difficulty 
of agreeing upon any new title that will be generally satis- 
factory, the earnest opposition to any change whatever on 
the part of a large proportion of the clergy and laity, the 
doubtfulness as to the recognition of a new title for the 
Church in popular usage, the legal and technical difficulties 
that might arise in matters pertaining to property and the 
general sentiment that there is finally no occasion at this 
period of our history for changing the name of the Church. 
The Dutch Reformed Communion have tried the experiment 
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and have adopted the simple title of ‘The Reformed 
Church,” which is sufficiently indefinite and not the kind of 
name which we should be likely to accept if we concluded 
that we would not be known any more as “ The Protestant 
Episcopal Church.” 

The revision of the hymnal will once more call for the con- 
sideration of the Convention. The committee to whom this 
matter is entrusted have done wisely in submitting the work 
which they have already accomplished to the inspection and 
criticism of the Church, which is very certain to be exercised 
with little restraint or reserve, as may be inferred from our 
past experience. The only way in which we can be sure of a 
hymnal that will give entire satisfaction to everybody is to 
allow every one to make his own hymnal. In the prepara- 
tion of the present collection I found, in a somewhat exten- 
sive correspondence, that the hymns which certain persons 
declared to be indispensable to a church hymnal, and most 
precious to their souls, were such as others protested against 
with the strongest vehemence. Hymns that have no special 
merit in themselves become associated with our religious ex- 
perience, and perhaps with a musical rendering that has a 
peculiar charm, and we are unwilling to part with them, al- 
though if we heard them for the first time they might appear 
to be very commonplace, and possibly somewhat repulsive. 

The committee has been very bold in striking out so many 
of the old familiar hymns, and it is probable that they have 
done this with the intention of making further modifications, 
after hearing what the clergy and laity have to say; for not 
less than 320 of those now in use are rejected — many of 
them with good reason, as they are never sung in church and 
only encumber the book; and some for no cause that can be 
imagined, as they have always been among the choicest 
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favorites in the old collection. Out of the 368 new ones which 
have been introduced there is the material for a hymnal far 
in advance of anything we have yet had, while there are not 
a few hymns that have nothing to recommend them; and it 
is to be hoped that the present movement may result in se- 
curing a hymnal which will meet the wants of at least a 
single generation. It is evident that the committee have 
bestowed much care upon the work which they have already 
done, and the appreciation of this fact may tend in some 
degree to soften the acerbity of criticism, which, for some 
reason, is apt to be peculiarly marked in dealing with 
hymnals. 

I trust that their report will be treated generously in the 
Convention, for it is evident that they have been controlled 
by no narrow or partisan influence in the construction of the 
book, and no section of the church can raise the complaint 
that their favorite hymns have been eliminated, while those 
which represent a different style of doctrine have been re- 
tained. Not afew of those which have been most highly 
prized and most frequently sung by the old evangelical party 
have been stricken out of the new book, and the same is true 
of many which are most precious to those who represent 
what is known as the more advanced school of churchmen. 

It is to be hoped that the matter of liturgical revision will 
be finally disposed of by the coming General Convention. It 
is not well to keep the people too long in suspense as to 
what they are to find in the Book of Common Prayer in the 
years that are to come. Six years ago it looked as if the 
changes were to be very numerous, if not very important, 
but thus far little has been done to disturb the minds of 
those who preferred to keep things just as they were in days 
gone by, or to gratify such as wished for a large enrichment 
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of the various services. We have no reason to suppose that 
any very radical alterations will be made by our legislative 
councils, either for the better or the worse; but itis not easy 
to foretell to what extent our stated modes of worship may be 
modified in the future, irrespective of any ecclesiastical au- 
thority. 


RECORD OF THE PAST. 


As this is the thirty-fifth annual convention of the diocese 
which I have been allowed to attend, I have thought that it 
might be a matter of interest to present to youa few gen- 
eral statistics, indicating the progress of our Church in Rhode 
Island during this period. No addition was made to the four 
churches originally established here under the patronage of 
the English Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in 
Foreign Parts, until the year 1815, when St. Paul’s Church 
in Pawtucket was established; but at the time when my 
predecessor, Bishop Henshaw, entered. upon his duties in 
1844, a missionary spirit had been aroused and the zealous 
labors of the clergy, sustained by liberal contributions from 
the laity, had resulted in planting the Church in many of our 
towns and villages, and the report of the Missionary Convo- 
cation for that year shows that the contributions for diocesan 
missions were very much greater in proportion to the 
strength of the diocese than they are now. One of the first 
duties that Bishop Henshaw performed was the issuing of a 
pastoral letter commending a systematic plan of Sunday 
offerings, which is endorsed by the Convention as “the most 
simple, Scriptural and efficient.” Under his wise and ener- 
getic administration, the Church grew steadily in strength 
and influence, and we are reaping to-day the fruits of his un- 
remitting and faithful labors. 
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At the date of my election to preside over this diocese, 
there were twenty-three parishes reported, one of which . 
had only a name to live and soon became extinct, and 
the names of twenty-six clergy were on the Convention roll. 
Twenty of this number have been removed by death, and 
only one remains in the diocese, the worthy son of the first 
Bishop-of Rhode Island. The venerable Bishop of Kansas 
is one of the few who still remain, and there are two or 
three others who continue in the active discharge of their 
duties. There have been about two hundred clergymen on 
the roll of the Convention during the period now under con- 
sideration. Three laymen are present with us who were 
members in attendance at the Convention of 1854, and I am 
not certain that any other lay member of that Convention is 
living. Three or four are still with us who were present at 
the first Convention that I attended in 1855. A generation 
has passed away since I began my labors here, and the old, 
familiar voices will be heard no more in our councils. Others 


have been raised up to take their place, and we trust that — 


they are disposed to build wisely and well upon the strong 
foundations which their fathers laid. 

While the growth of the Episcopal Church in Rhode 
Island during the last thirty-five years has not been as great 
-as in some of the newly-settled States, it has more than kept 
pace with the increase of population, and we have great rea- 
son to thank God for the degree of outward prosperity with 
which we have been blessed. The number of communicants 
has increased from 2,614 to 8,483, as reported at the last 
Convention; of Sunday-school teachers from 346 to 868, and 
of scholars from 2,236 to 7,148. The number of churches 
and chapels has increased from 23 to 54, and of the clergy 
from 26 to 7. In 1854 the amount of the offerings for mis- 
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sions and church charities was reported to be $10,167. Last 
year it was $82,901, and in addition $132,381 for the support 
of public worship. During the last 34 years the whole 
amount reported is $3,029,995, $1,319,067 being for mission 
work, and the remainder for parish purposes. Until the year 
1866 no report was made of the latter contributions. These 
figures, however, do not in any degree represent the entire 
contributions for church work, for during this period forty 
new churches have been built, and costly improvements 
made in the old buildings, there being only ten church edi- 
fices now standing that existed thirty-five years ago, and all 
but two of them have undergone important alterations, ex- 
ternally or internally. Twenty-six rectories have been built 
or purchased, and two or three charitable institutions estab- 
lished at considerable cost, and if we still further estimate 
the amounts of money invested in various fields, and the 
large sums that have been given to the General Missions, of 
which no report is made to the Convention, it would be rea- 
sonable to double the amount that is to be found recorded in 
the journal. In all this we have no occasion for boasting, 
for this is a very wealthy diocese, and does not deplete itself 
by its contributions for carrying on our missionary work here 
at home. Ninety-one persons have been admitted as candi- 
dates for holy orders, of whom sixty-four have been admitted 
to the diaconate, and sixty-five persons have been ordained 
priests. The whole number of baptisms is 21,097, not in- 
cluding those reported at the present Convention, and of this 
number 5,165 were adults, and 15,982 were infants. The 
whole number confirmed is 13,005. 

Those of us who are allowed to meet together one year 
from this time will have lived to see the one hundredth ses- 
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sion of our Diocesan Convention. The twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of my consecration was signalled by laying upon the 
altar a liberal offering for the increase of the Episcopal fund; 
and what I would now suggest is this, that we commemorate 
our centennial by an offertory that shall place this fund at 
such a point as will relieve our parishes hereafter of a large 
proportion of the sums now assessed, or perhaps take away 
the necessity of any further assessments. It is possible that 
some of our wealthy churchmen, who appreciate the claims 
of the Church, and feel how immeasurable is the debt they 
owe to Him who has redeemed them with His blood, may be 
moved on that occasion to make an offering unto the Lord, 
commensurate with the means which He has placed at their 
disposal. 

I have just been informed that a donation of $2, ooo to the 
Episcopal fund has recently been made by one of our devoted 
and liberal laymen, for which we have cause to be very 
grateful. 

While there is much in the review of the past to awaken 
our gratitude, there must always be a degree of sorrow in 
the thought of our own remissness and neglect of opportuni. 
ties which might have been better improved and used to 
bring greater honor to God and more benefit to His Holy 
Church. If we have ever sought to advance our own reputa- 
tion, when we should have had nothing in view but the glory — 
of our Master, if we have ever lost sight of the message with 
which God has charged us in a preference for our own vain 
conceits, if we have looked upon our outward prosperity as the 
certain assurance of God’s favor, and cared more for the en- 
largement of the church than for its increase in godliness, all 
that we can do is to go down upon our knees and ask God to 
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pardon our sins, and then try to do His work more faithfully 
in the days that still remain. 

And now, brethren, I commend you to God and to the 
word of His grace, which is able to build you up and to give 
you an inheritance among all them which are sanctified. As 
ye have, therefore, received Christ Jesus the Lord, so walk 
ye in Him, rooted and built up in Him, and established in the 
| faith as ye have been taught, abounding therein with thanks- 


giving.

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STANDING RULES OF ORDER 


OF THE 


Rhode Island Episcopal Convention. 


1. The following rules of order shall be read at every session of the 
convention immediately after the president has declared it duly organ- 
ized: 

2. On the first day of the convention, after Divine Service, the con- 
vention shall proceed to business, and remain in session until the busi- 
ness for the first day is ended. 

8. The sessions of the’convention shall be open to all persons, antl 
otherwise ordered by.the convention. 

4, The clergy and delegates of each parish shall sit +oeceher the 
several delegations occupying adjoining pews. 

5. At the request of the president, or on motion, the convention may 
resolve itself into a committee of the whole. 

6. All special committees shall be appointed by the president, unless 
otherwise ordered by the convention. 

7. All reports of committees shall be in writing and be received of 
course, and be recorded without a motion to that effect, unless they be 
recommitted by the convention. 

8. When the president is putting any question, the members shall 
remain in their seats, and shall not by private conversation interrupt the 
convention. 

9. When two or more members rise at the same time to obtain the 
floor, the president shall name the member who may speak first. 

10. When a member is about to speak, he shall rise and address the 
chair, and confine himself strictly to the point in debate. 
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11. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
without consent of the convention. 


12. The president shall decide all questions of order, subject to an 
appeal to the convention. 


13. No motion shall be acted upon until seconded, and, when required, 


reduced to writing. 


14. Whena motion is under consideration, no other motion shall be 
made, except to amend, to commit, to postpone, to lay on the table, or 
to adjourn. 


15. A motion to lay on the table or to adjourn shall always be in 
order, and be decided without debate. 


16. A question susceptible of division, shall, at the request of any 
member, be divided. 


17. All questions shall be decided viva voce, or by a rising vote, pro- 
vided, that a vote shal] be taken by ballot when called for by three mem- 
bers. 


18. Every member who is in the convention when any question is put, 
shall, on a division, be counted, unless he be personally interested in the 
question, or be excused by the president. 


19. The yeas and nays shall be called and entered on the minutes 
when required by ten members. 


20. When a vote is taken by ballot, the name of onl clergyman 
entitled to a vote shall be called; whereupon he shall deposit his ballot 
with tellers appointed by the chair. The lay vote shall be taken in the 
same manner. The tellers shall report to the chair the number of votes 
cast, the number necessary for a choice, and the number for the respec- 
tive candidates; the chair shall thereupon announce the result of the 
vote and the report shall be placed on file. 


21. Whena vote is taken by orders, the names of the clergy and 
parishes voting in the affirmative and negative respectively, shall be dis- 
tinctly announced before the result is declared, and be entered on the 
minutes of the convention. 


22. In the election of deputies and supplementary deputies to the 
General Convention, the names of persons nominated by clergy or dele- 
gates shall be numbered, and upon their confirmation by either body, be 
reported back in the same order in which they were received. 


23. A question once determined, shall stand as the judgment of the 


convention, and shall not again be debated during the session, unless 
with the consent of two-thirds of the members present. 
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24. After the first day, the minutes.of the preceding day shall be 
read at the opening of the convention, and, if necessary, be corrected; 
and before the final rising of the convention, the minutes of the last day 
shall be read. 


25. All propositions for the adoption, amendment or repeal of canons 
or rules of order, or the order of business, shall, before action thereon, 
be referred to the committee on canons. 


26. No rule of order shall be suspended without the consent of two- 
thirds of the members present.

AN ACT 


TO INCORPORATE CERTAIN PERSONS BY THE NAME OF THE 


RHODE ISLAND EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 


It 1s enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 
Section 1. That John P. K. Henshaw, Nathan B. Crocker, 


George W. Hathaway, Silas A. Crane, Thomas Burgess, Resolved - 


Waterman, George Mumford, and such others as are members of the 
Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of 
Rhode Island, and their successors, chosen according to the constitu- 
tion of said Convention, be, and they hereby are created and 
made a corporation and body politic forever, by the name and style 
of the Rhode Island Episcopal Convention, for missionary and other 


purposes ; and by that name shall be, and hereby are created, and 


made capable in law in addition to and exclusive of church buildings 
and the fixtures and furniture thereof and lands for the same, and 
parsonage-houses and lands for the same, to purchase, receive, have, 
own, possess and enjoy other lands, tenements, hereditaments, goods, 
chattles and estate of any kind or nature whatsoever not exceeding 
in value the amount of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars; and 
the same to sell, grant, demise and dispose of; to sue and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered, defend and be 
defended against, in courts of record, or in any other place whatso- 
ever; also to make, have and use a common seal, and the same to 
break, alter, or renew at pleasure. Also to enact, establish and put 
in execution such canons, by-laws, ordinances and regulations, they 
not being contrary to the constitution of this State or the laws there- 
of, or the constitution of the United States, as to them shall seem 
expedient; and also to alter their said constitution according to the

appoint and constitute committees and trustees, who shall make 
report at the annual meetings, and hold office for such time as the 
Convention may determine in accordance with its constitution and 
canons.

Src. 4. There shall be a meeting of said Convention on the 
second Tuesday of June in each year, or at such other time, and at

THE CONSTIEUTION 


OF THE 


Khode Island Episcopal Convention. 


ARTICLE I. 


OF ACCEDING TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE GENERAL CONVENTION 
OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE UNITED STATES. 
The Rhode Island Episcopal Convention, which represents the 

Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Rhode Island, hereby 

declares that this church is a constituent part of the Protestant Epis- 

copal Church in the United States of America, and that it accedes to 
and acknowledges the authority of the constitution and canons of the 

General Convention of said church. 


ARTICLE II. 


OF MEMBERSHIP OF THE CONVENTION. 


1. The Rhode Island Episcopal Convention shall consist of the 
bishop, of all other clergymen legally and canonically resident in the 
diocese for one year next preceding any session thereof, and of dele- 
gates from each parish in union with the convention as hereinafter 
provided. 

2. Clergymen legally and canonically resident for a less period 
shall be entitled to all privileges of membership, except the right to 
vote. 

3. Every parish in union with the convention and any parish de- 
siring to become united therewith, shall be entitled to elect not more 
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than five delegates, and, also five substitutes, who, in the order in 
which they are chosen, shall fill the place of any delegate who may 
resign or be unable to attend the convention; and such delegates and 
substitutes shall continue in office until the next annual meeting ‘of 
the parish and until others shall have been chosen to take their places. 
4. The election of delegates and substitutes above provided for 
shall be subject to the following conditions, viz.: every parish having 
more than three hundred recorded communicants, may elect five 
delegates and five substitutes ; every parish having less than one hun- 
dred such communicants may elect three delegates and three substi- 
tutes; all other parishes may elect four delegates and four substitutes. 
The number of said communicants shall be determined by the num- 
ber thereof stated in the parochial report of said parish presented at 
the last preceding annual session of the convention. | 
5. Whenever, during a session of the convention, any delegate 


shall retire and a substitute take his place, the fact of such change 


shall be made known to the secretary, and shall by him be entered 
on the record and announced to the convention, before such substitute 
shall be entitled to membership thereof. 

6. No person under ecclesiastical censure shall be entitled to a 
seat in the convention ; and no person shall be a member thereof or 
hold any office by its authority, unless such person be a communicant. 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 


ARTICLE III. 


OF ORGANIZATION OF THE CONVENTION. 


1. There shall be an annual session of the convention on the 
second Tuesday of June in each year, at such place and time as the 
convention at its previous annual session shall have designated. 

2. The list of clergy in the diocese shall be furnished to the sec- 
retary by the bishop, or in his absence, by the standing committee, 
at least one week before the session, and it shall specify those who are 
entitled to membership of the convention in accordance with the re- 
quirements of Article II. of the constitution. | 
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The list of delegates entitled to membership thereof, shall be made 
up by the secretary from uncontested certificates of election from 
parishes declared by the standing committee to be in union with the 
convention. Any question in regard to the aforesaid lists shall be 
determined by the convention. . 

3. ‘The bishop shall preside in the convention, but if there be no 
bishop, or if the bishop be absent, a president shall be chosen by 
ballot from the presbyters of the convention. 

4. Sessions of the convention shall be opened with the celebration 
of the Holy Communion, and there shall be a charge by the bishop, 
or sermon by some preacher appointed by the ecclesiastical authority 
of the diocese; after which the president and secretary of the con- 
vention shall take their places, and the convention shall be called to 
order. 

The secretary shall then call the roll of clerical and lay members 
entitled to seats, after which the president shall declare the conven- 
tion duly organized, but no business shall be transacted until there be 
present one-third of the clergy entitled to a vote, and delegates repre- 
senting one-third of the parishes in union with the convention. A 
smaller number may adjourn the convention. 

5. When for grave cause it shall be deemed imprudent or inexpe- 
dient to hold the convention at the time or place appointed, the bishop 
may change the same. If there be no bishop, or if he be disabled, 
the standing committee may change the same. ; 

6. Special sessions of the convention may be called by the bishop, 
at his discretion, and it shall become his duty to call them upon re- 
quest of the standing committee. In case of the vacancy of the 
episcopate, of the absence for six months of the bishop from the dio- 
cese, or of the prolonged disability of the bishop, a special session of 
the convention may be called by the standing committee. At least 
three weeks’ notice of such special session shall be given to each 
clerical member of the convention, and to the churchwardens of 
each parish in union with the convention, by the secretary of the 


convention, or, in his absence, by some person appointed by the 
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bishop, or, as in the above cases, by the standing committee, to act in 
the secretary’s stead. No business shall be transacted at any special 
session of the convention other than that specified in the notice by 
which such session has been called. 


ARTICLE IV. 
OF ORGANIZATION OF PARISHES. 


1. Ecclesiastical consent may be given by the bishop and standing 
committee, acting together, to the organization of a parish in accord- 
ance with the requirements of an act entitled ‘‘An Act for the Incor- 
poration of Parishes,” and passed at the January session of the 
General Assembly, A. D. 1883, whenever, in their judgment, such 
organization is desirable and expedient. 

2. No new parish shall be organized, or new church or chapel be 
established, or new congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any 
existing church, chapel, or mission station be changed, until previous 
notice has been given to the rectors and vestries of the three parishes 
or congregations, whose places of public worship are nearest to the 


site proposed for the new place of worship; and until at least one 


month has been allowed such rectors and vestries to present any 
objections to the bishop and standing committee, who, acting together, 
may then give or withhold consent to the proposed action. 

3. It shall be the duty of every parish directly on completing its 
organization and complying with said act, to deliver to the standing 
committee a copy of tbe certificate filed by it in the office of the Sec- 
retary of State, certified by him; and no parish shall be admitted to 
union with the convention until it shall have complied with the pro- 


visions of said act and have delivered a copy of such certificate to 
the standing committee. 


ARTICLE V. 


OF UNION OF PARISHES WITH THE CONVENTION. 


1. A new parish may, by vote of the convention, be admitted to 
union with it, on presenting written evidence, under the authority of 
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its churchwardens and vestry, that it is a duly organized parish of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in this diocese, and has regularly 
maintained public worship during the period of one year. 

2. When it shall appear to the satisfaction of three-fourths of all 
the members of the standing committee that a parish for two years 
next preceding the date at which the list of parishes in the diocese 
shall be revised by them, has had no place of worship, or has main- 
tained no regular services, or has failed for three years last past, after 
notice from the treasurer of the convention, to pay its quota of the 
bishop’s salary and convention expenses assessed upon it, that parish 
shall be declared extinct, and shall be stricken from the list of parishes 
in union with the convention. 

3. When it shall appear by the annual report of the treasurer of 
the convention, that a parish has not paid all its assessments for the 
bishop’s salary and the convention expenses, such parish shall not be 
entitled to vote in the convention then in session, nor at any subse- 
quent session thereof, until said overdue assessments, with the interest 
accrued thereon, shall have been paid in full. 


ARTICLE VI. 
OF MANNER OF VOTING. 


Members of the convention shall upon all questions deliberate in 
one body, except as hereinafter provided, and in voting shall vote as 
individuals, unless five members shall call for a vote by orders, when 
the clergy and delegates shall vote separately, the delegation from 
each parish being entitled to but one vote; anda concurrent ma- 
jority of both orders shall be necessary to decide any question. 


ARTICLE VII. 
OF TERMS OF OFFICE. 

All officers, committees and trustees elected by the convention shall 
hold office until the next annual session thereof, and until their suc- 
cessors are chosen, except as may be otherwise provided by this con- 
stitution. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 


OF SECRETARY, TREASURER AND REGISTRAR. 


1. At each annual session of the convention there shall be elected 
a secretary of the convention and a registrar. There shall also be 
elected a treasurer of the convention, who may be removed from 
office in such manner as may be provided by canon. (See canon 7, 
section 4.) | 

2. The secretary and treasurer shall be elected by joint ballot, 
provided, however, that if only one person be nominated for each of 
these offices, a ballot may be dispensed with. 

3. If the treasurer be not a delegate to the convention, he shall 
“be entitled to a seat therein and to speak on any subject pertaining to 
the business of his office. 

4. A vacancy in the office of treasurer, occurring during the recess 
of the convention, shall be filled in such manner as may be prescribed 
by canon. 


ARTICLE: IX. 


OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. — 


i. A standing committee consisting of four presbyters and four 
laymen shall be elected at each annual session of the convention. A 
majority of their number shall constitute a quorum. The secretary 
of -this committee shall hold office until his successor is chosen. He 
shall call the first meeting of a newly-elected committee in such man- 
ner asthe rules of the standing committee may direct. 

2. The standing committee shall promptly fill any vacancies, 
which may occur during the recess of the convention in the offices 
of secretary of the convention and registrar. They may also, at 
their discretion, fill any vacancies occurring during said recess in 
their own body, or in any of the boards and committees created by 
the convention. 
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3. They shall revise, in accordance with the requirements of sec- 
tion 2 of Article V. of the constitution, the list of parishes submitted 
to them by the secretary of the convention, and return the same to him 
at least one month before the annual session thereof, The list thus 
revised shall be the authorized list of parishes in union with the con- 
vention for such session and for any special session held during the 
following year; provided that new parishes may be added to the list 
at an annual session by a vote of the convention. 

4, They shall keep a record of their proceedings and shall annu- 
ally present a report thereof to the convention. 


ARTICLE X. 
OF DEPUTIES TO THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 


1. Deputies and supplementary deputies to the General Conven- 
tion shall be chosen at the annual session of the convention immedi- 
ately preceding the regular triennial session of the General Conven- 
tion. 

2. The clergy and delegates sitting apart, the clergy shall by bal- 
lot nominate the clerical deputies, and the delegates shall by ballot 
nominate the lay deputies, the delegation from each parish having but 
one vote. These nominations shall then be reported, the clerical 
nominations to the delegates and the Jay nominations to the clergy, - 
‘and shall by each body be confirmed or rejected by ballot, Each 
body shall then report its action to the other. In either body, upon 
request of two members thereof, the ballot shall be taken upon each 
candidate separately. In the event of any rejection another nomina- 
tion shall be made as before directed. Upon the concurrence of the 
two bodies the convention shall reassemble and receive report of the 
concurrent action, which shall then be declared by the president. of 
the convention. 

3. Supplementary deputies shall be chosen in the same manner, 
In case of the resignation or failure to occupy his seat, of a deputy, 
clerical or lay, his place shall be filled by one of the supplementary 
deputies in the order in which they were chosen; and it shall be the 
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duty of said deputy and of the first chosen of the remaining deputies | 
of his order to notify the supplementary deputy of the duty devolved 
upon him, | 


ARTICLE XI. 
OF ELECTION OF A BISHOP. 


When a bishop is to be elected in this diocese, a duly qualified _— 
presbyter of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America shall be chosen by the convention at an annnal or special 
session. The clergy and delegates shall sit in one body, but shall 
vote by orders ; and a concurrent majority of both orders shall deter- 
mine the choice. Atthe request of two members the convention shall 
sit with clased doors. 


ARTICLE XII. 


OF ADOPTION OF CANONS. 


Canons for the government of the diocese, and rules of order for 
the conduct of business in the convention may be adopted or amend- 
ed at any session of the convention; provided, that one day’s notice 
of the proposed canon or rule of order or amendment thereto shall 


have been given. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
OF AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION. 


1. This constitution may be altered in the following manner: at 
any annual session a written amendment to the constitution may be 
approved by the convention, and at the next annual session the same 
may be adopted by a concurrent majority of both orders, and the 
amendment thus adopted shall be a valid part of the constitution. 

2. Amendments to this constitution and to the canons shall take 
effect, unless otherwise ordered by the convention, on the first of 
- August next after the adjournment of the convention at which they 
are adopted. 


THE CANONS 


OF THE 


Rhode Island Episcopal Convention. 


CANON 1. 


OF REGULAR COMMITTEES. 


At each annual session of the convention the president shall appoint 
the following committees and such others as the convention may from 
time to time add to their number, viz.: a committee on canons, a 
committee on admission of new parishes, a committee on unfinished 
business, anda committee on place of meeting for the convention at 
its next annual session. Each of these committees shall consist of 
four members, except the committee on canons, which shall consist 
of six. 


CANON 2. 


OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


1. There shall be elected by the convention a board of missions, 
to consist of five clergymen and five laymen, of whom hereafter three 
clergymen and two laymen shall be chosen by the convention at its 
annual session one year, and two clergymen and three laymen the 
following year. 

2. When a ballot is called for in the choice of the board, in the 
year when three clergymen and two laymen are to be chosen, each 
member of the convention shall vote for two clergymen and one lay- 
man only, and the three clergymen and two laymen receiving the 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected; and in the year 
when two clergymen and three laymen are to be chosen, each mem- 
ber of the convention shall vote for one clergyman and two laymen 
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only, and the two clergymen and three laymen receiving the highest 
number of votes shall be declared elected. In case of a tie vote for 
any member of the board, the entire ballot shall be annulled. 

3. The bishop of the diocese shall be, ea-officio, president of the 
board, and shall appoint its missionaries. 

4. ‘This board shall conduct the missions of the diocese, and shall 
take, hold and manage all property of the convention now or here- 
after designated for the purposes of this canon. 

5. The board shall hold missionary meetings in the diocese at 
such times and places as they may deem to be advantageous to the 
missionary work; provided, however, that the convention shall not 
be responsible for any expenses of such meetings. 

6. Parishes or individuals may direct to what missionary their 
contribution shall be devoted; provided that no missionary shall 
receive from the board more than the salary voted him by the board, 
and that any surplus of such contribution shall go into the general 
fund for missions. 

7. No salary shall be paid by the board to the missionary of any 
station at which a debt, for a church, rectory, or other parish build- 
ing, shall be hereafter incurred, until after the entire liquidation of 
the debt, unless it be incurred with the written consent of the bishop 
and of the board of missions. The attention of each missionary 
shall be annually called to the requirements of this section by the 
secretary of the board of missions. 

8. At each annual session of the convention the board shall pre- 
sent an account, duly audited, of their receipts, investments and ex- 
penditures, and a report of the general condition and prospects of 
their missions, with an estimate of the amount required for their 
work in the ensuing year, and a proposed apportionment of. the said 
amount among the parishes of the diocese. 


CANON 3. 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 


1. At each annual session of the convention there shall be elected 
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a committee on Christian education, to consist of three clergymen 
and two laymen. 

2. It shall be the duty of this committee to consider the following 
and kindred subjects, viz.: the Sunday school and its relation to the 
parish church; the means by which can be secured the attendance of 
Sunday scholars at the regular services of the Church; the various 
methods of training children and youth by religious instruction; the 
qualifications of Sunday school teachers ; the Sunday school library 
and how it shall be created and maintained. 

3. They may, at their discretion, hold conventions or public con- 
ferences in the diocese for the promotion of interest in Christian 
education and for the discussion of subjects relating thereto: provided, 
however, that all expenses of such conventions or conferences shall 
be paid by voluntary contributions. 

4. This committee shall report annually to the convention. 


CANON 4. 


OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF CHURCHES AND GLEBES. 


1. There shall be elected by the convention a board of trustees of 
churches and glebes. This board shall consist of the bishop and 
three laymen, one of whom shall hold office for one year, one for two 
years, and one for three years; and hereafter, the convention shall 
annually elect one member of the board to hold office for three years. 

The bishop shall be, ex-officio, chairman. 

2. This board shall have the charge of all churches, chapels, rec- 
tories, school-houses and glebes, now or hereafter belonging to the 
convention ; and of such other property of the convention, as may be 
designated for the erection of said buildings, or for the purchase or 
maintenance of said buildings or glebes; and they shall manage and 
use such property according to the directions of the donor or grantor 
expressed at the time of making the gift or grant thereof, provided, 
that such directions and uses shall be for the benefit of the church, 
and not inconsistent with the constitution and canons of the conven- 
tion, and provided further, that such property shall be held and 
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managed subject to the conditions of the canons of the General 
Convention relating to incumbrance on, or alienation of, any conse- 
crated church or chapel. (Title I., Canon 24.) In case no directions 
respecting such property shall be given at the time of making such 
gift or grant, the board shall manage and dispose of the same in ac- 
cordance with such directions as may be given from time to time by 
the convention. 

They shall cause all property in their charge needing such protec- 
tion, to be insured with the policies of insurance payable in case of 
loss to the convention. 


3. In case of any debt upon property held by the board, which 
debt cannot be cancelled by the parties beneficially interested, the 
board shall not assume it, but shall make known the fact of said 
indebtedness in such manner as may best secure offerings for its 
payment. 


4, The board shall receive and consider all applications from 
parishes in the diocese for aid in the building or purchase of churches, 
chapels, rectories, school-houses or glebes, or for the maintenance of — 
either of them; and they may appropriate and pay out for any of 
these objects, under such conditions as they may deem most condu- 
cive to the strengthening or extension of the Church, any money in 
their hands not otherwise appropriated by the donors thereof or by 
the convention. 


5. The board may endeavor to secure by collections in the several 
churches in the diocese, and by donations and bequests from individ- 
uals, a permanent fund for the purposes specified in section 4 of this 
canon. 


6. At each annual session of the convention the board shall pre- 
sent a report of their transactions, with a list of the churches and 
other real estate of which they have the care; and also an account 
duly audited, of their receipts, investments and expenditures. 
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CANON 5. 


OF THE BOARD FOR THE RELIEF OF WIDOWS AND ORPHANS OF 
DECEASED CLERGYMEN AND OF SUPERANNUATED AND 
INFIRM CLERGYMEN. 


1. There shall be elected by the convention a board for the relief 
of widows and orphans of deceased clergymen and of superannuated 
and infirm clergymen. ‘This board shall consist of the bishop and 
three laymen, one of whom shall hold office for one year, one for two 
years, and one for three years; and hereatter, the convention shall 
annually elect one member of the board to hold office for three years. 
The bishop shall be, ex-officio, chairman. In case of the vacancy of 
the episcopate, the president of the standing committee shall be, ea- 
officio, a member and chairman of the board. 

2. This board shall take, hold and manage all property of the 
convention now or hereafter designated for the purposes of this Canon, 
including collections in churches. It is hereby made the duty of 
each clergyman having charge of a parish, and of the churchwardens 
in every vacant parish, to make a collection for this fund on Christ- 
mas day, or upon some Sunday prior to the last day of April in each 
year. | | 

3. Appropriations from this fund shall be made by the board in 
such manner and in such amounts as they may deem expedient ; 
provided that no appropriation shall be made to the family of a 
deceased clergyman, who was not at the time of his decease, canoni- 
cally resident in this diocese, or to any superannuated or infirm 
clergyman who did not continue in the exercise of his sacred duties 
until providentially disabled, unless by and with the advice and writ- 
ten consent of the standing committee. 

5, At every annual session of the convention the board shall pre- 
sent an account duly audited, of their receipts, investments, appropri- 
ations and expenditures. 
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CANON 6. 


OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE EPISCOPAL FUND. 


1. There shall be elected by the convention a board of trustees 
of the episcopal fund, to consist of three laymen ; one of whom shall 
hold office for one year, one for two years, and one for three years ; 
and hereafter the convention shall annually elect one member to hold 
office for three years. 

2. This board shall have the charge of the fund for the support 
of the episcopate; and shall take, hold and manage all property of 
the convention now or hereafter designated for the purpose of this 


Canon. They shall pay annually to the treasurer of the convention — 


the income of the episcopal fund. 

3. They shall, at each annual session of the convention, present 
an account, duly audited, of their receipts, investments and expendi- 
tures. 


CANON 7. 


OF THE BOARD OF AUDIT AND FINANCE. 


1. There shall be elected by the convention a board of audit and 
finance, to consist of three laymen; one of whom shall hold office for 
the term of one year; one for the term of two years, and one for the 
term of three years; and the convention, at each annual session here- 
after, shall elect one member, who shall hold office for the term of 
three years. 

2. It shall be the duty of this board, before each annual session 
of the convention, to audit all accounts of the treasurer of the con- 
vention, and to inspect the vouchers, securities and investments in his 
hands belonging to the convention; and from time to time to advise 
and instruct the treasurer-as to the sale and reinvestment of any se- 
curities belonging tothe convention, and as to the care and invest- 
ment of any funds to which the convention shall hereafter be entitled 
by gift, devise or otherwise; and the treasurer shall not be held 
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responsible by the convention for any loss or damage it may sustain 
by reason of any investment or change of investment of its funds 
made by the treasurer under the written advice and instruction of the 
board. 


3. It shall be the duty of the board to authorize the treasurer of 
the convention to borrow money for the purpose of paying the salary 
of the bishop at the time the same may be due, if the treasurer can- 
not collect from the parishes the necessary amount; and one mem- 
ber of the board shall countersign any obligation which the treasurer 
may issue under their authority. 


4. The board shall have authority to remove the treasurer of the 
convention from his office whenever in their judgment such removal 
may be necessary; provided, however, that such removal may be 
made only by the unanimous action of the full board. And it shall 
be their duty to fill any vacancy, which may occur during the recess 
of the convention, in the office of treasurer, by reason of death, 
removal or resignation. 


5. It shall also be the duty of the board, before each annual ses- 
sion of the convention, to audit the accounts and to inspect the vouch- 
ers, securities and investments of each of the boards of trustees and 
committees who now have, or to whom may hereafter be given, the 
care of any funds belonging to the convention. 


6. It shall also be the duty of the board to present at each annual 
session of the convention, a report showing the amount the board 
estimate will be required to be raised by assessment for the bishop’s 
salary and the convention expenses for that year, and to recommend 
the sums to be assessed by the convention upon the several parishes 
in union with it. Said assessments shall be due and payable in two 
equal amounts, viz.: one-half thereof on the first day of July neat 
after said session, and the remainder thereof on the first day of Jan- 
uary next thereafter. 
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CANON 8. 


OF THE SECRETARY OF THE CONVENTION. 


1. It shall be the duty of the secretary of the convention to make 
minutes of the proceedings of the convention, to attest its public acts, 
to preserve its journal and records, to transmit to the registrar all 
other books and papers relative to its concerns, including the journals 
of other diocesan conventions and of the General Convention, which 
may be in his possession as secretary, and to distribute the printed 
journals of the convention in such manner as may be prescribed. 

2. He shall before Easter of each year transmit by mail to all 
parish ministers and senior churchwardens of the diocese, duplicate 
forms of certificates of the election of delegates to the convention. 
‘Both of these forms shall be filled up by the clerks of their respective 
parishes ; one of the same shall be sent by mail to the secretary of 
the convention during Easter week ; and the other shall be delivered 
to the delegate first named in said certificate, in order that he may 
present it to the secretary at the session of the convention. 

3. He shall give due notice of the time and place of the sessions 
of the convention, and shall also, one month before each annual ses- 
sion thereof, send by mail to the rector, or senior churchwarden of 
every parish, the form required for parochial reports. 

4. He shall also, at least two months before the annual session of 
the convention, send to the standing committee a list of the parishes 
in the diocese, in order that the same may be revised by them. 

5. His salary shall be fixed from time to time by the convention. 


CANON 9. 


OF THE TREASURER OF THE CONVENTION. 


1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer of the convention to receive 
and collect at the times specified in the sixth section of Canon 7, all 
assessments ordered by the convention upon the parishes. If said 
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assessments be not paid on or before the days named in said section, 
then it shall be the duty of the treasurer to collect.legal interest 
thereon until said assessments shall have been paid in full. 

2. He shall pay quarterly to the bishop the salary pledged to him 
by the convention, and shall perform such other duties and meet such 
other demands upon the treasury as the convention from time to time 
may authorize andrequire. If the treasurer have not sufficient money 
to pay to the bishop the amount of his salary when the same is due, 
he may borrow enough for that purpose ; provided, that he shall first 
obtain the written consent thereto of the board of audit and finance ; 
and provided further, that any obligation given by the treasurer, shall 
be countersigned by one member of said board. 

3. He shall take possession of all property now belonging to or 
hereafter acquired by the convention, and under the direction and ap- 
proval of the board of audit and finance, shall hold and manage the 
same until the convention shall order other management thereof ; 
provided, that property designated by the donor or grantor thereof for 
purposes specified in the several Canons, shall be taken, held and 
managed by the respective boards named in said Canons. 

4. At each annual session of the convention he shall present an 
account, duly audited, of his receipts, investments and expenditures. 

5. He shall also report annually to the convention the names of 
those parishes which have not paid all their assessments for the bish- 
op’s salary and the convention expenses. 


CANON 10. 


OF THE REGISTRAR. 


The registrar shall have the care of all documents pertaining to the 
history of the Church in Rhode Island, and of all journals of other 
diocesan conventions, and of the General Convention, and of any 
other books and papers that may be the property of the convention ; 
and it shall be his duty to properly arrange and preserve the same in 
some suitable place, and to hold them subject to such regulations as 
the convention may from time to time prescribe. 
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He shall at each annual session of the convention present a report 
of his transactions. 


CANON 11. 


OF ACCOUNTS. 


The financial accounts of the treasurer of the convention and of all 
boards and committees holding funds or property belonging to the 
convention, shall be closed annually on the thirty-first day of May. 


CANON 12. 
OF THE BISHOP’S SALARY. 


The annual salary of the bishop of the diocese shall be five thousand 
dollars, and shall be derived from the income of the episcopal fund 
and from assessments ordered by the convention upon the several 
parishes. It shall be due on the last days of February, May, August 
and November. : 

The travelling expenses of the bishop, while engaged in episcopal 
duties within the diocese, shall be repaid to him by the treasurer of 
the convention. 


CANON 13. 
OF THE COMMUNION ALMS. 


The alms and contributions at the administration of the Holy Com- 
munion shall be deposited with the minister of the parish or with such 
church officer as shall be appointed by him, to be applied by the min- 
ister, or under his superintendence, to such pious and charitable uses 
as shall by him be thought fit. If there be no minister, the church- 
wardens shall receive and administer this fund. 


CANON 14. 


OF PARISH REGISTERS. 


1. Every minister of this Church, having charge of a parish or 
mission station, shall keep in a substantial register to be provided by 
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the parish, a full record of the communicants, baptisms, confirmations, 
marriages and burials in said parish; and shall also make and con- 
tinue to keep, as far as practicable, a list of all families and baptized 
persons within his cure. Said register and list, at the resignation or 
death of such minister, shall he left for the use of his successor. 

2. When a parish or mission is without a minister, the register 
shall be kept by the churchwardens or by some person appointed by 
the vestry. 


CANON 15. 


OF PAROCHIAL REPORTS. 


1. Every minister of this church, having charge of a parish or 
mission station, shall, at each annual session of the convention, pre- 
sent to the president thereof, a report, which shall be made in such 
form and shall give information concerning such details of parochial 
work, as the convention shall prescribe and require. 

2. When a parish or mission station is without a minister, the 
annual parochial report shall be presented to the president of the con- 
vention by the churchwardens. 


CANON 16. 


OF REMOVAL OF COMMUNICANTS. 


1. A communicant, removing from one parish to another, shall 
procure from the rector of his or her last parish, or if there be no 
rector, from one of the churchwardens, a certificate stating that such 
person is a communicant in good standing, which certificate shall be 
presented to the rector or churchwardens of the parish to which said 
person has removed, by whom its receipt shall be duly recorded and 
notice of the record given to the authority whence the certificate 
issued ; and no rector or church warden shall record any such person 
as a communicant until such certificate be presented, unless in his 
judgment it shall be impracticable to procure it. 
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CANON 17. 


OF TESTIMONIALS OF CANDIDATES FOR ORDERS. 


Whenever any vestry shali sign a testimonial in behalf of a per- 
son to be recommended as a candidate for Holy Orders, or for ordi- 
nation, such signing shall be done at a meeting of the said vestry 
regularly called, and the testimonial shall state that it was so signed, 
and shall be certified by the clerk of the vestry. 


CANON 18. 


OF THE TRIAL OF A CLERGYMAN. 


1. For the trial of all complaints against a presbyter or deacon 
in this diocese, there shall be a permanent ecclesiastical court, con- 
sisting of three presbyters, of this diocese, who shall be nominated 
by the bishop and confirmed by the convention. 

There shall be also a legal adviser of the court, nominated and 
confirmed in the same way, who shall be a layman of the legal pro- 
fession and a communicant of the Church in this diocese; and it 
shall be his duty to decide all questions of law and practice arising 
in any trial, and all such decisions shall be reduced to writing and be 
made a part of the record of the proceedings. 

Members of the court and its legal adviser shall hold their office” 
during the episcopate of the bishop nominating them, and until others 
are nominated and confirmed in their stead; provided, that if any of 
them shall die, resign, accept an election to the standing committee, 
become subject to prosecution under the canons of the Church, 
remove from the diocese, or be the complainant against the clergy- 
man to be tried, the bishop shall immediately appoint to fill the 
vacancy so occasioned, another person who shall hold the office until 
the next annual session of the convention, when the bishop shall 
nominate to the convention for confirmation, either the person so 
appointed, or some other. 

This court shall have jurisdiction of offences for which ministers

may be tried and punished under the canons of the General Conven- 
tion. 

The court shall elect a president from their number, and a clerk, 
who shall be a layman and a communicant of the Church in the 
diocese. 

2. Complaint against any clergyman subject to the jurisdiction of 
this diocese, for any offence for which he may be tried in accordance 
with the canons of the General Convention, shall be made to the 
standing committee, and shall be in writing and signed by one pres- 
byter canonically resident, and by two lay communicants of the 
Church resident in the diocese. It shall state that the acts complained 
of are true of their own knowledge, or, that on careful inquiry they 
believe them to be true. : 

3, Should the standing committee, after due notice be accused, 
who shall have a right to be heard by the committee, deem the com- 
plaint well founded and deserving prosecution, they shall make a 
written presentment, stating the offences of which the accused is 
alleged to be guilty, with the reasonable certainty of time, place and 
circumstance, which presentment shall be signed by the standing 
committee or a majority of them, and be delivered to the president 
of the court. ; 

4. The president shall then summon the court with the legal 
adviser thereof, and appoint a time and place for the trial. He shall 
cause the defendant to be summoned to appear at the time and place 
so appointed, and to answer to the complaint. The summons shall 
be served by some person appointed by the president, by leaving a 
certified copy of the summons and presentment with the defendant, at 
least thirty days before the time of trial. If the person so appointed 
shall certify that the defendant cannot be found in the diocese, so 
that he may be personally served with the summons, service shall be 
sufficient if the copies aforesaid shall be left at his last and usual 
place of abode therein: provided, that the court may require such 
other or further notice to the defendant of the proceedings as they 
deem proper. 
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5. The standing committee shall appoint some proper person or 
persons to conduct the prosecutions, provided, that all such prosecut- 
ing officers shall be communicants of the Church in this diocese. 

6. Questions of practice and of the admission of evidence, when 
not governed by canons of the diocese, or of the General Convention, 
shall follow the analogies of the law courts of this State, so far as 
the authority of the court may extend. Witnesses may be examined 
by either party in the presence of the court, and when the personal 
attendance of witnesses cannot be had, their testimony may be taken 
in writing, in such manner and by such persons as the court may 
order. 

7. The accused may employ legal counsel or other assistance in 
his defence on the trial. | 

8. The court shall act by a majority, and shall determine whether 
the accused is guilty or not guilty; and if they find that he is guilty 
of all or any part of the matters charged against him, they shall, in 
their discretion, award judgment of admonition, suspension or depo- 
sition. 

9. A full record of the proceedings of the court, with the testi- 
mony, whether oral or written, shall be kept by the clerk, and a 
certified copy thereof shall, within twenty days after the rising of 
the court, be delivered by him to the bishop, who shall within thirty 
days after the receipt of said certified copy, if the judgment is 
against the defendant, proceed to administer the discipline awarded 
therein: provided, that the bishop for reasons satisfactory to him, a 
written statement of said reasons having first been filed with the 
clerk of the court, may, at any time, remit the whole or any part of 
the penalty imposed, or may order a new trial. 

10. Should the accused not appear at the trial, and no good. 
reason be shown for his absence, the court shall direct the clerk to 
certify such default to the bishop, who shall thereupon suspend him 
from the exercise of his clerical functions until further order of the 
court. In case the defendant shall apply to the president of the 
court within six months from the date of such default for leave to 
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appear and answer to the complaint, and to submit to the judgment 
of the court, the president shall assemble the court, and appoint a 
time and place for the trial. In case the defendant shall not apply 
for trial within six months from such default, the clerk of the court 
shall certify such further default to the bishop, who shall thereupon 
depose him from the ministry. 

11. If the trial of a clergyman should become necessary during a 
vacancy of the episcopate in the diocese, the bishop of any other 
diocese may, at the request of the standing committee, perform all 
the acts assigned by this canon to the bishop of this diocese. 
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CANON 16.
